There have been cases.of vandalism in the parked rail- 
road cars, near the roundhouse, vandalism consisting of 
broken windows and torn seats.

CUB SCOUTS 


Now that-we have discussed vandalism in Wilmington, let 
us turn to another facet in the lives of our youngsters. 

Wilmington, for some time, has had two packs of Cub] 
Scouts. There have been about 70 boys in the movement, and 
this has generally been under the direction of one man—} 
sometimes two. 

Cub Scouting, which is an organization with universal 
appeal, is a very good answer to vandalism, in.any community. 
Cub Scouting is something that demands participation, in 
order to succeed. It takes the boy at his most impressionable 
age, 8 to 11, and engages him in healthful rather than destruc- 
tive pursuits. The outstanding feature is the parent partici- 
pation, The parents of the boy know what he is doing. 

One man, often working alone, cannot do much with about 
70 youngsters, and Wilmington Cub Scouting has been some- 
what of an uphill fight. 

Now, we are told, the Cub Scout Committee has been re- 
juvenated. The Scout Executive of Lowell Council, BSA has 
been active in helping with new plans, as has our own Foster 
Balser. Cub Scouting is to get a new lease on life in Wilming- 
ton. 
The plan is to divide the town into three or more districts. 
If parents in any district want their boys to be Cub Scouts, 
they will have to see that leadership comes out of that dis- 
trict. This is a fine idea, and the Crusader approves. Too many 
people want to haye their boys in the Cub Scouts, if someone
